Cabinet advigers of the President ave inoluded,
It has heen supposed that the veto would |
hinge upon this partiouldr applivation of the
prinviple, ag an infraction of a privilege always
aogorded to the Exeoutive by reason of the
confidential relstions In which the Cabinet
officers stund.  But the message takes axoep-
tion to the whole geope of the bill, as an inva-
sion of the power of removal which by the
usige of the Government has been vested ox- ‘

clusively in the President. It is admitted,
howevor, that though this nsage has boen gus.
tained by Story and Kent and other eminent
interpreters of the Constitution, its validity
has always virtually rested upon the desision
of Congress, speaking through majorities, and
has as constantly been disputed by statesmen
of admitted weight. A Constitution which
one majority affirmed may, then, be reversed
by another mujority without wrong; and this
is what the expiring Congress has done,

Bo far as it imparts a e¢ortain permanonoe to
qualified ovcupants of civil offives, the Dbill
effects a desirable reform. A more satisfac-
tory mensure would be that of Mr. Jenckes,
which would leave the entire civil service of
the country out of the slongh of polities, and
sgocure an amount of efficiency at present un-
attainable. But the step now taken is an ad-
vanee, excepting only in its bearing upon the
Ca binet; and in that vespect it has the appear-
ance of being aimed at Mr. Johnson. His
Messago would have been stronger in argun-
ment, though perhaps not more eflactive in
Congress, had it applied solely to this point,
instead of ranging over a wide ground, where,
on his own showing, Congress las a right to
legislate untrammelled by precedent or the
dicta of commentutors,

The Genernl Bankrupt Law,
From the Herald,

The Thirty-ninth Congress has loft behind it
one legaoy for which the people will be grate.
ful, The the aot to establish a
uniform system of bankruptey throughout the
United States will afford general satisfaction
and prove a valuable boon to the country,
While some of the features of the law-—for its
final approval by the Exeontive may be re-
garded as certain—may require alteration or
amendment, its ensctment in an imperfecy
shape will e universally conveded to be pre.
ferable to itz defeat.

The jurisdiction in bankruptey cases is given
by the act to the several District Courts of the
United States, with the United States Cirouit
Courts acting in a supervisory capacity as
Courts of Eguity, The Judges of the District
Courts will be assisted in the performance of
the duties imposed upon them by Registers in
bankruptey, who are required to be counsel-
lors of those Courts, or of seme of the Conrts
of Record of their several States. The power
of the Registers is limited, and provision is
made for reference of disputed (uestions to the
Distriot Court Judges, and for appeals from
the District Courts to the Circuit Courts, and
from the lattér, in cases where the matter in
dispute shall exceed two thousand dollars, to
the Bupreme Court of the United States,

There are two kinds of bankraptey conten-
plated by the act—voluntary and involuntary.
In the former any person residing within the
jurisdiotion of the United States, owing over
three hundred dollors, and finding himself in- |
solvent, may apply by petition to the judge of
the district in which he has resided for the six
montlig preceding the date of the petition, or
for the longest period during such six months,
and shall thereupon be declared a bavnkrupt.
The creditors, hinving been properly notified
by the court, meot together and appoint one
or more agsignees of the estate of the debtor ;
the choice to be made by the greater part in
value and in number of the ereditors who
llll\'l‘ ['Ir‘ll"l_'ll ll]i'il’ l!l_‘ill'-.

Stringent reguln-
tions are made for the proper deposit and safe
keeping of all moneys received from the extate;
and where delay is Hkely to ogour from liti- |
gation in the final distribution of the®ussets,

the Bunkrupt act; second, all debts, taxes, and

The voluntary bankrupt is entitled to his
discliarge provided no frand iz proved sgains
him, at any tima from sixty diys 1o one year
after adjudication ofghankruptey; but the proof
or ilssovery of any frand or concealment dis-
prives him of the right to d_i_ﬂrhlur,.;--. No
person who has onee received his discharge is
to be entitled again to become a voluntary
bankrupt, unless his estute is suflivient to pay
gevenly per cent. of his debts, or unless three-
fourths of his creditors assent in writing to his
bankruptoy. Praforences and frandulent ¢on-
veviunoes are declared wvoid by the act, and

The petition for an adjudiention of bank-
rupley in snch cases may come from one or more
creditors whose debts reach two hundred and
fifty dollars; but the potition must be hrought
within six wmonths after the act of bankruptey
beon committed. In involnutary bank-
ruptey the proceedings are made more strin-
gent then in the other deseription of casoes,
The penalty for any frand or concealment,
direct or Indirect, under the nct, i8 im-
privoument, with or without hard labor, for
o term not excesding three years.

There are other details in the act relating
to the duties of the officers appointed and
nnthorized wunder the law, the amount of
feek, eto., which are interesting only as n mat-
ter of detall, ©On the whole, the aot seems
carafully guarded, and, with wvery slight
amendments, will, no doubt, prove a popular
and beneficial law.

The Veto—The Situntion.
From the World.

As a state paper, dealing with a great ques-
tion on impregnable grounds of argument,
nothing could be more vogent than this noble
message. The clear, masculine reasoning by
which President Johnsgon demonstirates the
irreconcilable repugnance of the vetoed bill to
the Constitution, and by which he shows that

the evils it inflicts are the most galling and |

intolerable wlhich oppression can inflivt upon
its viotims, leaves nothing
It lue fails to produce conviotion, it cannot be
for lack of sound argoment and foreible re-
monstrance, but for the want of dispassionate

minds on which argument and remonstrance
can make no impression.  The prompt pasaage
o1 the bill over the veto, with thirly-nine sur-
plus votes in the Hounse and eighteen surplus
votes in the Senate above what was requisite
to muke the two-thirds, botokens that the
question has passed beyond the provinee of
argument to that of action. The next Con-
gress will be qoite as radical as the present,
and even if the two-thirds and its surplus
conld be wiped out, it wonld make no difter-
ence, sines a bare majority suflices to prevent
the repeal of a law once enacted. If the Re-
publicang varry the next Presidential election,
the veto will prevent the repeal of this abomi-
nable lnw within the ensuing six years, for the
long term of the Senators insure the Republi-
cans at least one-third of the Senate, and a
third of cither branch of Congress suffices to
suapport a veto,

The sole power of President Johnson's veto
consists in the strength of his argumoents.
Arvguments of greater intrinsic foree are not to
be expected hereafter, and as they obviously
produce mno impression on the Republican
majority now, there ig no ground to expect
from them any better result when the little
novelty they may possess shall have worn off
and the startling oceasion which commands
aitention to them at present, shall have given
place to the leadin apathy with which people
naturally regard ressoning which possesses no
novelty, on guestionsg regarded as settled.
That the Republican party regard this ques-
tion as settled, i incontestable; and we ocannot
expect that the arguments which produced no

Some of the very worst dangers pointed out in
the veto are inferred from the habitual con-
temipt  folt by military men for the dilatory
proceedings of civil tribunals. Assuming,
then, that the army will co-operate with Con-
gress, the South may well despair of military
redress.  Every Southern fort, every South-
ern port, every arsenal, is in the possession of
the army, The South hins nelther money, nor
eredit, nor munitions, nor even provisions.
Owing to the short erops of last year, there
are large areas where the people are in immi-
nent danger of starvation. If a renewal of
hostilitios should Intercept the charity of the
North, multitudes would perish. The pros-
trate condition of the South precludes all pos.
